| THIEVING IN A GLARE 


ARO LIGHTS SHINE AS SOUTH SIDE 
BURGLARS WORK. 


At Thirty-ninth Street Thefte Have Be- 
come So Prevalent That They Are 
Taken Almost as a Matter of Course= 
People Say the Police Afford Abso- 
lutely No Protection—Rausch Brothers, 
Druggists, Receive Their Usual Monthly 
Visite What the Victims Have to Say. 

When Charles Rausch of the tirm of Rausch 
Brothers started to open up his drug store at 
No. 3944 Cottage Grove avenue yesterday 
morning he found things in a bad way. The 
front door was wide open, papers and bottles 
and packages were littered around promis- 
cuous like, every drawer in the place was 
open, and the small sum of money left in the 
store over night was gone. 

Mr. Rausch sighed wearily and set to work 
to clear up the mess. . There was no surprise 
in it for him—it was the fourth time it had 
happened in the last three months, Neither 
did Mr. Rausch feel called upon to rush off 
and tell his neighbors about his troubles for 
they have all been there so many times of late 
that a burglary down in that neighborhood 
stirs no more comment than the passage of a 
cable. car. 

There have been not less than twenty cases 
of burglary in the vicinity in the last six 
months. They have been so thick that the 
people have given up trying to 
keep count of them, Also they have 
given up reporting them to the police 
for they say it seems to do no good at all. 
The officers simply come around, look wise, 
make a note of the case, ana there is an end 
of it. 

The neighborhood that is afflicted with this 


spot, far from police protection. It centers 
about one of the busiest and most traveled 
and best lighted corners on the South Side. 
It is tight where Cottage Grove avenue and 
Thirty-ninth street, Drexel and Oakwood 
boulevards all come together—about the last 
place in Chicago where one would suppose 
thieves could work undisturbed. But they 


chants thereabouts are getting exceedingly 
sick and sore over it. 
Do Their Kobbery Boldly. 

In the case of the last Rausch burglary, the 
one of yesterday morning, the work was so 
boldly done that any police halfa mile away 
on any of the five roads that center about the 
store could have seen it, Rausch Brothers’ store 
stands on the southwest corner of Cottage 
Grove avenue and Oakwood boulevard. There 
is a blazing electric lamp over the main en- 
trance. The place closes at midnight and 
opens at 6 a. m. Some time between 
those hours yesterday morning the 
thieves came. They kicked the glass 
out of a small basement window on the 
boulevard side, reached in and displaced the 
wooden fastening, opened the window, and 
dropped into the cellar. Then they carved a 
ragged hole through the door at the head of 
the cellar steps, pushed away a step ladder 
that was placed there as a bar, and were in 
command of the whole place, They upset 
everything in sight, got about $15 in soda- 
water and stamp money, several bottles of 
costly perfumery, and several boxes of cigars. 
Then they went away, unkindly leaving the 


it so when he came down to start business at 
6 o'clock. There had evidently been no po- 
liceman near the place the whole time. 

“This thing is getting very monotonous,” 
says Mr. Rausch. It seems strange that a 
corner like this cannot have some sort of po- 
lice protection. It seems to do no good to re- 
port to the polive. They come in, look around, 
jaugh at us, aud go away. I think it is time 
for a change.“ 

The first robbery of the Rausch store was 
in February. — This time the thieves got in 
over the transom. A little later they came 
again and crawled in through a basement 
window, just as they did this last 
time. They have been visiting us about 
once a month,“ says Mr. Rausch. It is get- 
ting to be monotonous,” 

Storer & Britton have a drug store on the 
corner directly north of Rausch Brothers. 
They have been robbed only three times. 
Their place ‘has a glass front on all three 
sides and offers no cover within for thieves. 
But the thieves work there. Mr. Britton 
thinks he has not lost over $75 or $80 by all 
three of the visits, but he says it is unpleasant 
to come down of a morning and find his 
place all cluttered up by a lot of cheap burg. 


lars. — 
Says Police Work Is Wretched. 


The work of the police here is wretched,” 
he said yesterday. We huve to pay for po- 
lice protection, but we never get it. Think of 
the racket the thieves must have made when 
they broke tne glass of a door to gain 2n- 
trance. But it failed to stir any policeman. 
They even steal out of my store in the day- 
time. The other day I left a fine ring lying 
on the soda fountain near the door. When I 
looked for it five minutes afterwards it was 
gone. 

The next drug store coming north on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue is that of Wolf & Valen- 
tine at Thirty-ninth street. It has only been 
robbed once and that happened about June 1. 
The thieves got in by the rear transom, took 
$25 from the cash register, and supplied 
themselves with whisky and cigars. Just 
south of this place is the little clothing store of 
Edward Rimes at No. 3918 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. -It was entered in the lutter part of May 
through the transom. The thieves provided 
themselves with fresh outfits and, as usual, in- 
considerately left the front door open behind 
them. Burglary has lately been done also in 
a confectionery and in a physician’s office in 
the same block. 

The thieves break into residences also 
sometimes, though they seem to prefer drug 
stores. Mrs. Mary Eaton hes a millinery 
shop at No. 146 Oakwood boulevard, two 
doors from Rausch Brothers’, She lives at 
the Duquesne, No. 271 Oakwood boulevard, 
Wednesday night of last week she woke 
up and founda man in her room. He was 
stooping over a jewel case on the toilet table. 
Mrs. Eaton screamed for dear life. The man, 
carrying his shoes in his hands, scrambled 
out of a window and scrambled down the fire- 
escape. Mrs, Eaton’s room is on the fifth 
floor, When the thief had got as far down 
the iron ladder as the second floor he dropped 
off and disappeared. Be took with him a $50 
jeweled bracelet. The police made some 
show of activity in this case and arrested 
James O'Neill, the elevator boy at the Du- 
quesue, along with two or three of his alleged 
pals. But these are the only arrests made for 
all this series of thieving, though the police 
are fain to believe that in the bunch of seven- 
teen young disreputables who were rounded 
up at the Stanton Avenue Station Thursday 
night they have a few of the thieves. There 
is a highly suspicious gang of idle young men 
loitering about the neighborhood where these 
robberies have been done. They all dress 
fiashily aud have much money, but nobody 
ever heard of them working. They have been 
pointed out to the police, but the police do 
not seem to want them.

Her mother was 
notified, and at 9 o’clock last night her 
brother—James L. Evans—a court bailiff, 
living at No. 3140 Lowe avenne, called at the 
station. He had a long conversation with 
his sister, but she would say nothing more 
than she told the officers. She will be ex- 
amined this morning. 

He brother said: My sister has been sick 
for a year and a half, and it has preyed on her 
mind until, I think, she has lost her season. 
For the last three weeks she has been acting 
queerly, but we thought nothing of it. This 
afternoon she left the house at 1 o’clock.”’

At the eighth annua! convention of the Har- 
ness Manufacturers’ Protective Association 
of the United States at Pittsburg last month 
a resolution was passed directing the officers 
of the association to prepare aa memorial 
to Gov. Altgeld protesting inst the 
manufacture of harness by convict labor. 
Thus far the protests of labor and trade or- 
ganizations have had no effect on the Govern- 
or, except in some instances he has made re- 
plies indicating that the State would not with- 
draw from business. A large part of the 
prison product, so far as harness is concerned, 
is sold to large retail stores that handle all 
kinds of goods. 

The International Cigarmakers Union has 
obtained the number of the prison cigar 
factory. Under the internal revenue laws 
each factory is numbered by the Collector 
and thisnumber is stamped on every box of 
cigars. The Joliet prison factory is known 
as No,. 116, irst - District of Iili- 
nvis.”” The Cigarmakers’ Union is arranging 
to advertise this number extensively that the 
retail dealer who is opposed to. prison-made 
cigars may not be fooled when he purchases 
goods from jobbers and wholesale dealers 
who attempt to sell him prison-made cigars 
without letting him know where they are 
made.

LAST GUN FIRED AT THE CAPITAL. 


Breckinridge Makes a Sensational Speech 
at Franktort-Flays His Foes. 

Franxrort, Ky., Sept. 14,--[Special.]|— 
Breckinridge fired his last gun here this after- 
noon in the shape of the most sensational 
speech of the campaign. Seven 
hundred of hie stanch husbandry, 
together witha large number of Owen and 
Settle men, filled the local opera-house. The 
„ silver-tongued’’ was cheered a good deal. 
He arrived here this morning and was in con- 
sultation with his friends, and rumor has it he 
was much discouraged with the final outlook. 
Breckinridge walked from his hotel to the 
opera-house, a distance of a square and a 
half, and when he met old friends, who are 
now his enemies, he would turn his head to 
avoid speaking to them. He was accompanied 
by most of his influential leaders. When he 
reached the opera-house and walked down the 
aisle he was greeted with several county yells. 
A continual forced smile was upon his 
face, but beneath a close observer 
could detect a look of discouragement. 
There he stood in a crowd in which once he 
would have been unanimously cheered, But 
today he couid arouse no enthusiasm except 
among his most ardent supporters. No one

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BIG ADVANCE IN PRICES OF TACKS, 
A Boston Trust Now fqueezing Dealers 
All Over the Country. 

New Yor, Sept, 14,—[{Special.]—Man- 
ufacturers of tacks for shoes, carpets, and 
other purposes denounce the Atlas tack cor- 
poration as having advanced prices 60 to 250 
per cent since last January. It has become a 
trust. This trust, a Boston organization, con- 
trols 90 per cént of the tack and shoe. nail 
product of this country, 5 pér cent besides 
being in suspicious sympathy with it. Among 
the firms interested in the Boston corporation 
is the Grand Crossing Tack company of Grand 
Crosemg, III., and branches have been 
opened in Chicago, Philadelphia, and at Nos. 
31 Warren and 27 Murray streets, this city. 
All the advances are made in spite of the fact 
that the old price of soft steel plate, from 
which the tacks are made, $1.30, to $1.50 a 
hundred pounds, according to quality, re- 
mains unchanged. 
to one expert, does not exceed 4 cents a 
pound for tacks, now raised to from 12 to 16 
cents. While the profits under the old com- 
bination were $1,000,000, of which 40 per 
cent went for premiums, etc., surer 
Parks is declared, on good authority, to have 
said the present profits are from 2,000,000 
to $3,000,000 a year, with nothing to be 
paid for premiums or dead wood. A mem- 
ber of a prominent Chambers street hard- 
ware house said: The Atlas corporation 
has a monopoly of the business. It has taken 
in the whole country except a few small man- 
ufacturers. And it is the most despotic com- 
bination I know of. We got out of this line 
of business in consequence.

Stanton Avenue Police Complete Their 
Arrests in the Wholesale Kobbery 
Cases = Haye Twenty-three Persons 
Leader Gives a List of the Houses Ea- 
tered=Recites Many Stories of His Ex- 
periences in Robbing Residences=Once 
His Partner Was Not Square. 

With the arrest of A. B. Rice, Harry Allen, 
and Samuel Stahr, the Stanton avenue police 
have completed their arrests in the wholesale 
burglary cases. Twenty-three persons are 
now under arrest and as the evidence in some 
cases is not complete the police refuse to di- 
vuige the identity of some of their prisoners. 

All day yesterday Detectives Mctiuire. 
Reisen weber, and McCarthy labored to get a 
confession from Buxton, the ringleader of the 


gang. By treating the man weil the de- 


tectives were rewarded by obtaining this list 
of burglaries, all of which Buxton says he and

Burgiaries, but Dates Are Forgotten. 


After this Buxton lost track of his dates, 
but he told the detectives of burglaries com- 
mitted in the flat occupied by Hy Johnson 
on Indiana avenue, between T wenty-ninth and 
Thirtieth streets, and at No. 2520 Calumet 
avenue. One of the best hauls ever made by 
the gang was at a white stone-front house on 
Sedgwick street. Here Buxton says they got 
“a pocket full of diamonds,” burglars 
quarreled violently over these diamonds and 
caine near parting for good. 

We opened the place up,” said Buxton 
yesterday, ‘‘and quarreled over who should 
go through it. Finally I watched and Allen 
went through. In about a minute he came 
back and said he didn’t care about it and I 
could go through. The first thing I struck 
was a jewelry case that looked as if it had 
been cleared out, That made me mad, for I 
knew Allen wasn’t acting square. So I went 
back to him, put a gun to his head, 
and made him turn is pockets out. 
He was just loaded down with dia- 
monds. .1 took them away from 
him, took him inside the flat, locked the door, 
and thrashed him all around the parlor. He 
never tried to *do’ me again.“ 

The thought of the thrashing he gave Allen 
visibly brightened Buxton, and he told of 
burglarizing a house on the Lake-Shore drive 
near Lincoln Park. Tollet, he thought, was 
the name. They secured a quantity of dia- 
monds. One of these they gave to the China- 
man at No. 394 State street. He had it mace

AE MAY BECOME GOTHAM'S MAYOR. 


William H. Morrell, a Leading Anti-Tam- 
manv Candidate, Is in Chicago, 

William H. Morrell, whq is talked as the 
anti-Tammany candidate for Mayor of New 
York, is staying a few days in this city, 
where he has many friends and is a consider- 
able owner of property. Much interest at- 
taches to his candidature, as it seems likely 
that a coalition of all the elements hostile to 
Tammany may be formed, and if so the 
chances of a victory will be fairly well as- 
sured. Mr. Morrell is himself a Cleveland 
Democrat, but is by no means dependent 
upon Democratic malcontents for support. 
Influential Republicans also side with him. 
The Republican New York Recorder of Sun- 
day, Sept. 9, says that since it is improb- 
able the Republican party will name 
a straight ticket, and since there is a 
widely recognized necessity for a combined 
movement against Tammany there is no 
reason why a man of Mr. Morrell’s reputation 
should not receive the support of all friends 
ot good government, Mr, Morrell’s connec- 
tion with Chicago began so far beck as twen- 
ty years ago. Since then his real estate inter- 
ests have brought him frequently to the city, 
especially during the World's Fair period. 
He was the prime mover in the project 
to improve Northwestern navigation facili- 
tles by the construction of a ship canal 
counecting the head of Lake Michigan with 
the center of the southern shére line of Lake 
‘Superior, involving a shorten of the route 
between Chicago and Duluth and points 
Northwest by 291 miles in each trip back 
and forward. He was instrumental in getting 
the Legisiatures of three States—Lilinois, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin—to indorse this 
project with the result that Congress has re- 
ferred the subject to committees in both 
Houses. Action on the canal 2 is likely 
to be renewed in Congress during the term 
of the present administration. In New York 
affairs Mr. Morrell was prominently identi- 
fied with the obtaining of the system of rapid 
transit by elevated railroads, ten or 
twelve years ago he advovated the Greater 
New York, which is now a subject about to 
be voted upon by the populations concerned 
with every likelihood of the tealization of the 
idea.

National Burial Case Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation was Close to Dissolution, 

The National Burial Case Manufacturers’ 
Association came near needing one of its own 
cases before it adjourned at the Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon, Before the morning 
session none doubted the séssion to follow 
would be a brief one and with it would die 
the association. The trouble which came 
near killing it was precipitated by the com- 
mittee on classification‘at the Thursday after- 
noon session. In addition to making a uni- 
form classification of burial cases the com- 
mittee suggested the minimum priceat which 
the cases in each classification should be sold. 
The recommendation of the committee Thurs- 
day added an average of 20 per cent to the 
prices of all the grades. In the discussion over 
its adoption the opponents of the raise al- 
leged that much of the present dullness in the 
trude was due to high prices and a reduction 
instead of an increase wasthe proper remedy. 
The association adjourned until yesterday 
morning without settling the issue. During 
the night and yesterday morning the advo- 
cates of an increased rate threatened to bolt 
if the association repudiated the report of the 
committee, and the opposition asserted their 
intention of pressing a vote of dissolution. 
When the association met the committee 
asked the privilege of withdrawing its report 
and submitting the old scale,, which was 
adopted without discussion, and the associa- 
tion was saved an untimely death, 


RAILROAD OHAPEL NOW A OHUROHE. 


The First Presbyterian Church Mission 
Regularly Recognized as the Tabernacle. 

Railroad Chapel, which for the last forty 
years has been a mission conducted by the 
First Presbyterian Church, and which for the 
last three years has been located at No, 3825 
Dearborn street, was organized last night 
into a regular church of the Chicago presby- 
tery. After the permanent organization was 
effected officers were chosen, but the 
election of a board of directors 
was postponed. The new church 
starts with an active membership of over 200 
and will be called the South Side Tabernacle. 
Railroad Chapel was started in 1855 by the 
Rev. Brainard Kent, who was granted per- 
mission by the Lake Shore road to use some 
of the company’s cars in which to hold serv- 
ices.

DR. HIRSCH TELLS ABOUT HIS TRIP, 


Some Remarkable Igeas Prevail in Europe 
Concerning American Ways. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsclis at home again after a 
nine weeks’ visitto Europe. His long and 
uninterrupted labors brought him to the con- 
dition where he needed rest, and he decided 
upon the invigorating influence of an ocean 
voyage and a jourcey through the mduntains 
of Switzerland. The trip proved refreshing, 
and now Dr. Hirsch is back again and is glad 
of it. 

went away for rest and recreation, and. 
having been thoroughly refreshed, I am now 
ready for work.“ said Dr. Hirsch. I needed 
a complete rest and change and concluded 
the best thing I could do was to take an ocean 
voyage ard take a look at Swiss scenery. 
I made the entire trip alone. I first 
went to Paris, then Switzerland, Germany, 
and London. I staid at Weisbaden four 
weeks and took the waters. I spent my en- 
tire time in recreation. I was not lonesome, 
for I saw Americans everywhere, from the 
millionaire to the poor schdol teacher, and I 
add that Americans are always at home 
wherever they go. They are to the 
American tourist over there now, and nothing 
he does excites much surprise. While in 
Switzerland I met young women, most of 
them school teachers, traveling alone and 
seeming to get on as well as anybody else. If 
they were other than Americans it would be 
considered remarkable and open to comment. 

**l arrived in Paris in time to see the fu- 
neral of President: Carnot. They say there 
were a million strangers in town that day 
and to me it looked likeit. Paris is said 
to be the most immoral city in the world. 
May be it is so, but the strangers within its 
gates are accountable for it all. There is al- 
ways an immense number of strangers in the 
city who are there for the purpose of spend- 
ing money and carousing. 

The thing which interested me most deep- 
ly was the strike here in Chicago. The conti- 
nental newspapers had brief and condensed 
dispatches about it, but they were so exag- 
gerated as to be entirely unreliable. We were 

iven to understand the State and National 

overnments had coilided and the ular 
troops would be resisted by the militia. Chi- 
cago was said to be practically in a state 
of siege. To obtain accurate informa- 
tion cabled home and soon found 
out the truth. The American colonists 
in the European cities and the American 
tourists roundly denounced Gov, Altgeld. I 
met one white-haired American who grew 
livid with rage as he discussed Altgeld’s act, 
and declared it was another case where State’s 
rights was tryi to be set above national 
sovereignty. people thought the labor 
troubles meant the end of popular govern- 
ment in this country, and they were glad of 
it. They think our political system is weak 
and unstable. The newspapers had long and 
profound editorials on American affairs, and 
the probable overthrow of the republic in 
the near future was gravely dis- 
cussed, Then they think, not without 
reason, that we are a money-grabbing’ 
people and the almighty dollar is king. The 
exposure of local corruption here has given 
them the idea if a man is rich, enough he 
can do anything, even to buying the judi- 
ciary. f ‘ 

" Chicago is young yet, but it is old enough 
to take more care of thé streets and build- 
ings. Berlin has been built practically within 
twenty years, yet there the utmost care is 
taken in observing the local laws. The dirtiest 
street in the city is as clean as Grand boule- 
vard. On the principle that no one has 
a richt to shut off light from his 
neighbor, the heights of the build- 
mas are regulated by the width of 
the streets. hen a street is extended or 
a new one projected, the sewers, gas, and 
electric mains are laid, and the streets paved. 
Then the buildings are permitted to go up. 
The latter are all built after specifications ap- 
proved by the fire department, and a copy 
of the plans is left with the Marshal for the 
district. When he goes toa fire he takes the 
plan of the building along. During all my 
journey I did not see a fire department in 
action. 

„A remarkable thing to me was the absence 
of drunkenness in the cities. I did not see a 
drunken man while I was over. They do not 
have the pernicious habit of treating. When 
a man goes out 0 drink he usually takes his 
family along. But little whisky is drank, 


The French are addicted to absinthe drinking. 
Wherever you may go you will see the French 
drinking their absinthe.

In speaking of the superior way in which

IxDIANATOLIS, Ind., Sept. 14.— [Special. 
Judge Baker, in the Federal Court, has dis- 
posed of the last of the strikers’ cases. 
George Sholtz, President of the Terre Haute 
branch of the American Railway Union, 
Debs’ home union, and A. H. Daniels, Chair- 
man of the same branch's Grievance com- 
mittee, and the Populist nominee for Clerk in 
Vigo County, were the last two prisoners. 
Both men were discharged with a lecture to- 
day. The evidence against Sholtz was that he 
indulged in inflammatory language during 
the strike; that he declared that a flag on 
which would be written the letters A. R. 
U.“ would take the place of the Stars 
and Stripes; that he said to men who would 
not strike that every man who continued a 
work would be out of work after the strike 
was over, and that every man who did not 
strike would be branded with a redhot iron.

WARD WILL FIGHT FOR HIS SON. 


Tells of His Wife’s Will and How Green 
Got Possession of the Lad.

INCREASE IN THE GOLD RESERVE. 


Since Aug. 8 It Has Been Augmented 
Nearly $5,000,000, . 

Wasninarton, D. C., Sept. 14.—The net cash 
in the Treasury at the close of business today 
was $127,162,441, of which $56,948,524 
represented the gold reserve. The gold re- 
serve has been steadily climbing upward for 
the last month. Aug. 8 it reached ite lowest 
point in the record of the department—$52,- 
189,500. Since that date it has increased 
almost $5,000,000, and the increase has 
largely allayed the fears of Tréasury officials. 
During the last week it has increased over 
$1,100,000. This increase is a¢counted for 
by the surrender of gold 8 by banks 
and its exchange for small notes. During the 
last week $216,000 has been so exchanged. 
The balance of the increase is dus to the pur- 
chase of bullion at Helena, Denver, and 
Charlotte.

Wasnuinaton, D. C., Sept. 14.—Some interest- 
ing comments on the Irish flax crop have been 
furnished by Consul James B. Taney at Belfast. 
The Irish flax crop of 1893, he writes, has proved 
the most favorable for the growers that they 
have had for many years. Regarding American 
flax he writes: Some samples of American flax 
have been sent to this country, but generally 
they have been so roughly or carelessly handied 
they could only be classed as low.“ He sees no 
reason why the cultivation of flax for the fiber 
should not be extended in the United States, as 
it can always find a ready market on this side of 
the water so long as this kingdom continues to 
admit the foreign article within her borders free 
of duty at a price that would pay the grower far 
better than any other crop he could raise.”’

He 
has not confirmed the finding of the court, 
however, in the cases of those acquitted.

EXPEDITION TO RAISETHE YOSEMITE 
NOT YET SUCCESSFUL, 


Thirteen Air Bags Placed in the Hull of 
the Vessel, but Prove Inadequate to the 
Task of Lifting the Wreck«Thieves 
Dig and Carry Off Potatoes—Hole in 
a Street Causes Trouble and Trat 
Stepped=Police Court Lawyer tn Con- 
tem pt. 


The attempt to rale the fire tug Yosemite 
is well under way, and was only given up last 
night because of darkness. The tug Welcome 
of the Independent line left the river at 4 

o’clock yesterday morning on the expedition 
to raise the Yosemite from the reef off Hyde 
Park, There was a large crew on the tug, in- 
cluding two divers and several of the Yose- 
mite’s men under Capt. Falvey. The 
wreck was located at 9 o’clock. 
It was found that the Yosemite had shifted 
its position in the night and was in 32 feet of 
water. The Welcome anchored just west of 
the wreck and the two divers made an ex- 
amination. By noon seven canvas air cylin- 
ders had been placed in the forecastle, and at 
6 o’ciock last night six more had been care- 
fully arranged below the decks at the stern. 
At that time this was deemed a sufficient 
number, as each of these cylinders had a 
capacity of displacing ten tons of water. The 
wrecking company knew it had no easy 
task in the raising of the Yosemite. 
The fireboat is a little over 100 feet long, 
has a hundred tons of machinery, including 
pumps, and little space in which to deposit 
the air cylinders. Before inflating the thir- 
teen cylindersalready stowed away the com- 
pany concluded to withdraw the water from 
the boilers, which weighed sixty tons. A 
hose connection was made shortly after 6 
o’clock for the purpose of drawing this water. 
It was so dark, wer tency that the diver could 


not handle the machinery and this move was 


abandoned. 

Then the compressor was started for the in- 
flation of the thirteen cylinders. It was soon 
found these did not have the necessary 
capacity, and at 11 o’clock last night the 
work was stopped to be commenced at day- 
light today. Before the water is expelled 
from the boiler the coal bunkers will be 
cleaned and three ten-ton cylinders 
placed in each. These are on the 
sides amidships, and it is believed 
that when this is done there will be no diffi. 
culty in raising the wreck. The work may be 
completed by noon today. While the contract

HOLES IN THE GROUND CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Scavenger Carts and an Express Wagon 
Tie Up Street Car Trafic. 

Two scavenger carte and an express wagon 
met with disaster yesterday in an excavation 
in front of the Edison Building on Adams 
street, with the result that West Side street car 
service was set topsy-turvy three different 
times during the day. Nearly a dozen street 
car lines, including the Blue Island avenue 
and Halsted street cable lines, branch out 
from Adams street on the West Side, and these 
were all affected. The excavation was made 
fér a vault for the Edison Building, and ex- 
tended under the sidewaik and street to the 
car tracks. The roofing of the vault wus fin- 
ished, but two deep holes were left unfilled, 
one on each side of the vault. The first mis- 
hap occurred early in the morning, when 
an express driver failing to notice the cavity 
in the street drove his vehicle into it. The 

right rear wheel was ca — 7 firmly in the hole 
and half an hour elapsed before the express 
wagon was able to resume its way. Mean- 
while the street cars were delayed. An hour 
afterwards a cart laden with cinders slipped 
into the hole. Not till the cart was extricated 
haif an hour afterward were the street cars 
able to resume their westward journey. The 
third disaster occurred when a second ash 
eart came to grief in like manner. For nearly 
an hour the street car travel was delayed, till 
stri of cable trains and solitary horse cars 
extentied east on Adams street, down along 
Dearborn street, and west on Van Buren street 
to the tunnel.

As Milchrist Sees It. 


Yesterday’s proceedings were wholly unex- 
pected and rather upset the Bryan faction. 
Ex-United States District-Attorney Milchrist, 
one of .their legal advisers, said 
they were certainly peculiar as compared 
to his notions of law and equity. According 
to Mr. Hannah J. Q. Grant was made a cred- 
itor only last Wednesday by Fred D. Grant 
executing to him a note in accordance with 
instructions from a meeting of the Bradford 
faction held that day at Tolleston, Ind.

The securing of an injunction from Judge 
Burke almost identical with the one already 
in force, issued by Judge Jenkins of the 
United States Circuit Court and to be heard 
next Monday, was what created greater 
surprise than anything else. The bill 
on which it was issued charges the defendants 
with com bini to greatly injure the com- 
plainants. Defendants were given until 10 
a. m. today to make answer and be heard. 
Mr, Hannah said he had been to the office of 
the dlerk of the court to get a look at the bill 
for the purpose of finding out just what the 
ees pe 1 him and his clients were, but 
could not find it. 

Lawyer Lavery recited a bit of history 
tending to show that the whole controversy 
is simply the outcome of corporation quarrels 
that have been going on a long time. 
He said up to a few months ago J. T. Hannah 
was attorney for the Bradfords and that the 
two Bryans were their collectors. H. A. 
Bradford and John S. Church, who figure as 
notaries public, he said, were partners in the 
banking business. The Tolleston Land and 
Investment company was organized in May, 
1890, the three Bradford boys and R. H. 
Webb of Boston being the stockholders, Sub- 
sequently Webb transferred his stock to H. A. 
Bredford, in March, 1892, F. 

¥ transferred his stock 


giving as collateral security therefor some 
750 shares, or 75 per cent of the capital 
stock. McWilliams, it is claimed, was then 
an employé of the company and had charge 
of its affairs during the absence of H. A. Brad- 
ford and J. S. Church. 

Takes Advantage of the Situation. 

It is further set up asa part of the story that 
MeWiiliams took advantage of the situation, 
holding so much stock, estimated to be worth 
its face value—$75,000, to overthrow Brad- 


ford and Church and get control of the | 


compan himself. To do this, it is 
alleged he formed a combination 
with William G. Whitehead and John A. Por- 
ter, reorganized the company by maki 
them and himself directors, canceled the ol 
stock certificates, and got out a new issue. 
As soon as Bradford returned and discovered 
what had been done he took the matter into 
an Indiana court and succeeded in getting the 
new directors and officers ousted; then it be- 
came necessary to borrow more money, and 
the deal was had with the Globe National 
Bank, which took 750 shares of stock and a bill 
of sale of all the assets of the company. It is 
now claimed by Bradford that this bill of sale 
was intended to be a mortgage. 

In the meantime J. T. Hannah and the Bry- 
ans had been discharged by H.-A. Bradford 
from the service oſ the company. Lavery also 
contends that Bradford had made satisfactory 
arrangements to take up the Globe’s notes by 
turning over to the bank receipts from sales of 
land as they eame in. But, hesays, as charged 
In the bill, L. A. Bryan, P. J. Bryan, and 
J. T. Hannah conspired to form a néw com- 
pea and get possession of the property. 

ir first move was to buy the bank’s ac- 
count and thus get possession of the 750 
shares of stock. It is also charged that D. A. 
Moulton, Second Vice-Fresident of the Globe 
National Bank, was taken into the scheme. 
That is how his name came to be used in the 
petition for a second injunction yesterday.

DEY GOODS DEALERS FEEL THE DEMAND 


Steady Improvement in Buying, Which 
Indicate« Greater Activity Later. 

Marshall Field & Co.—There has been a 
steady improvement in our trade during the 
last two weeks. Now that the tariff bill is set- 
tled and we know what to expect from the 
crops, business will pick up. The country is 
short of goods and the country dealers are re- 
plenishing their stocks. There are more buy- 
ers in town than therd have been for two 
years past, and froin the fact that they are 
buying conservatively ndw there is every rea- 
son to expect good business later on, when 
they will either revisit the market or order 
more goods by mail or through our salesmen. 
As a consequence we are looking for a 
healthy fall trade. Business is better this fal. 
than it was last, but less than it was in the 
fall of 1892. Farmers are having fairly 

ood crops, although in certain portions of 


Kansas, aud Nebraska they are a total failure. 


Judging from the encouraging talk of the 
merchants the effect of the drought is not so 
serious as indications would lead one to be- 
lieve, The rain of the last week has made a 
difference in the feelings of the people in the 
lotalities where it fell. Business is on a solid 
foundation for fall and winter trade, and, 
while not so great in volume as it was two 
winters ago, it is as good as could be asked 
for under the circumstances. 

Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.—The indications 
for fall trade are very satisfactory and trade 
itself is better than it was this time last year. 
Of course, there isa general improvement, 
as trade naturally picks up about September, 
About three-fourths of the crops tributary to 
Chicago have been good. There area good 
many buyers in the city, anda great many 
who have not been here for years have come 
in to buy goods. Then there are a number 
who have been going to New York and other 
places but who have stopped this season in 
Chicago. Some of them went to New York, 
but preferred to come back to Chicago. The 
prospect for winter trade 1s good. 

Montgomery Ward & Co.—There has 
been a large increase in trade since Aug. 
15, in fact it is about the best Au- 
gust we ever saw, and it came with a 
rush, Our trade covers every State and Ter- 
ritory in the United States, and we may be 
said to have our fingers on the couatry’s 
pulse. Business seems to be brighter all over. 
We have been inclined to be conservative in 
our opinion as to the <ondition of trade, and 
we don’t want to be overcofident now, but 
we really think that trade has come to stay. 
We have just received word from New York 
that that city is fall of buyers, more than have 
been seen there for years, and the trade is 
jubilant over the state of affairs. There ar 
two causes which bring this condition about. 
In the first place, people can ‘go 
without supplies for some time—a 
year or even two years, but the time comes 
when they must stock up and get in new 
goods. This is the case now and consequently 
everything is coming in a bunch. ealers 
who have been nearly out of stock have run 
so low that they have at last been obliged to 
get inanew supply. Then the fact tnat the 
tariff bill is settled Makes calculations and 
predictions more certain. It has affected us 
that way, as we hesitated about making any 
large deals until we knew what we had to pay, 
and now we are sure of the ground on which 
we stand. This fali shows a substantial in- 
crease in trade over last fall. We are pre- 
pared for a good season’s trade and think we 
are going to get it. as the prospects are bright 
and encouraging. a 


TRADE IN GROCERIES IS BETTER. 


Wholesalers See Stight Improvement in 
Demand for Neees«ities. 

Sprague, Warner & Co.—From tne Ist of 
August trade has been good, but it is the usu- 
al fall business. There has been a liberal de- 
mand for groceries throughout the country. 
In the last three or four weeks there have 
been about the same number of buyers in 
town as is generally here at this time. The 
trade this fall will about equal that of last. 

John S. Gould & Co—Trade is unusually 
good for August and it is starting in good 
shape for September. The customers in the 
regions where we sell goods seem to be in 
good condition, and the prospects are all 
right for winter trade. 

John C. Harper, Harper Bros.—The

The Western 
farmeris much better off than his Eastern 
brother, as his land is all paid for and he has 
money in the bank. band in Illinois and 
lowa is increasing more in value than it is in 
the East. Farmers in Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin who went out West prospecting were glad 
to return to their farms once more. There 
will be no.great boom in trade next year, but 
a steady improvement will, I think, be no- 
ticeable. good many country dealers 
whose stocks have run low have been replen- 
ishmg them. ‘The passage of the tariff bill 
has loosened things up, goods have been. taken 
out of warehouses, and money is easier. The 
recent boycotting of the railroads has, dam- 
aged goods in Illinois alone to the extent of 
many thousand dollars. A good many country 
buyers are in town, stocking up. The times 
are pretty hard on dealers in the dry districts 
unless they have sna” capital on hand to 
uil them through. The workingman who 
been out of work and who has been get- 
ting credit does not wantto go to work as 
long as he can get something to eat on time. 
This credit system is bemg worked too much 
and has a tendency to cause strikes. But I 
think there will be a gradual improvement in 
trade throughout the country. .

There is not so 
much fluctuation in our trade as there is in 
others. People buy groceries a little more 
freely than anythi else. We are turning 
out as many * year as we did last, 
and the prices are perhaps 8 per cent better 
now than they were in Jatiuary. Although 
the condition of the corn crop in Iowa is not 
encouraging the crops in uthern Illinois 
are good and the farmers there are feeling in 
high spirits, as they know that the bad crops 
in other parts will bring them a fair price for 
their own. 

McNeil & Higgins—We can’t complain of 
our fall trade, as it is equal to that of last 
year and collections are pretty fair. The corn 
crop will be about two-thirds of what it was 
last year, but the crop of oats will help out 
somewhat, as it is better than last year. 
There wili probably be many hardships next 
yeur on account of the great number of peo- 
ple who are out of work. But the outlook 
for the trade isn’t so bad, as, though the crops 
are short, the prices will be good. 


DRUG TRADE IN BETTER CONDITION. 


Country Orders Larger in Proportion than 
Those from the City. 

The drug business as a whole shows a per- 
ceptible improvement in the last thirty days. 
In this line the city trade in Chjcago last year 
was phenogrénally large, incident to the 
World’s Fair, and consequently the present 
season cannot be compared in this respect to 
that of 1893. The country business, however, 
is larger than that of 1893. Opinions of 
prominent wholesale firms are as follows: 

Lord, Owen & Co.—We’ have noticed a de- 
cided improvement in business during the 
last few weeks, and the prospects are that the 
fall trade will be large and gratifying. 

Robert Stevenson & Co.—Since the passage 
of the new tariff bill we observe a slight im- 
provement in trade anda disposition on the 
part of buyers to order in more lib. 
eral quantities. The effect of the bill, how. 
ever, on prices of drugs and chemicals 
will not be feit seriously at once, as the ad-

We cannot compare this 
ear’s trade with that of last fall, because the 
orld’s Fair gave us the greatest city busi- 
ness that we ever had, but our country trade 
is fully 7 to that of a year ago at this time. 
Peter Van Schaack & Sons—We ure highly 
pleased with the way fall business has de- 
veloped. Orders from the Territories are 
now coming in far better than any time fora 
year past. Our files show that Utah, Wyom- 
ing, and New Mexico are espevially good. 
Western Kansas and Nebraska are lighter 
owing to the heated term. but Iowa orders are 
doing much better thay had been anticipated, 
the damage to corn, ete., having been over- 
rated. City trade is hardly doing as well as 
the country in proportion. Stiil it shows an 
improvement all along the line. Remit- 
tances have also improved, both city 
and country, and “if Congress would 
only eondescend not o assembie again for a 
year it would insure g treater prosperity to the 
country. An encoura).ing sign of the times 
is the willingness of p-rties to embark in new 
stores in the drug line In our own experi- 
ence the proportion ia four to one over last 
year.

Our room for 
country milliners has been almost full for a 
week, and all of them are working on pattern 
hats. We expect the big rush during the com-

CLOTHIERS SEE SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 


Country Merchants Buying in Small Quean- 
tities and Feeling Their Way. 

Manufacturers and dealers in wholesale 

clothing give the foliowing opinions on fall 


business: 

John G. Miller & Co:—August sales were 
far ahead of the same month in 1893, buta 
little behind those of July. It is hard to com- 
pare business with 1892, as that was a hard 
year to beat. But today the city is full of 
buyers, the majority of whom are buying 
light. Stocks are bare throughout the coun- 
try, the dealers being absolutely out of goods, 
The fact that our sales are many and small 
gives us the prospect of a late business, as 
dealers are only buying im small stocks. which 
will be filled from time to time, We can 
say that business is better than we antict 
pated sixty days ago. Buyers seem to realice 
that the country is in asettled condition for 
the time being. Our September trade starts 
in big. 

Gates: Uliman & Silverman—Business 
has picked up in our line since the settlement 
of the tariff 1 cr and we anticipate good 
business for balance pf the season. Buy- 
ers are in a little late owing to the recent, un- 
settled condition of the country and the 
drought in some of the Western States. 
The last week has been the busiest we 
have had this season, Retailers are buy- 
ing in better quantitits than they were 
sixty days ago. This *@ason’s business as a 
whole is better than that of 1893, but not 
quite as good as that $f 1892. We think 
that if it were not for short crops this year’s 
trade would be fully as good as that of 1892, 
which was a banner year. 

Charles P. Kellogg ¢émpany—Ninety days 
ago we had expectationgof fine business this 
fail. Our customers did not talk tariff—it 
was allcrops inthe country. Things were 
starting off well. he rst check that came 
was the Debs insurrechon, Salesmen were 
tied up all over the cohntry, and delayed in 
many instances to such an extent that there 
was a general check tot business. Before tho 
strike ended the drough}.scare came on, but in 
the last two or three weeks there seeins to have 
been a great change in the tone of business 
for the better. The business world seems to 
act lice old times, but the buying is almost 
wholly from the section? of the country where 
crops have been good. People in the terri- 
tory where the drought has had its effect do 
not want to buy and we are not sure that we 
want to sell to them. Country merchants are 
buying prudently and keeping their stocks as 
low as they reasonably tan. But the simple 
fact that all of them ate buying shows that we 
are getting ba k into the working traces this 
year. In fact it is becoming a year more like 
1892. Excitements and fears seem to be a 
thing of the past. f 

Strauss, Yondorf & Rose—Our business will 
be a scattering one this fall and will be about 
the same through the entire season. Country 
merchants are buying in small quantities, but 
this means that they will order right through 
the season as the goods are demanded hy the 
consumers. There are many buyers in town, 
but they are carefully feeling their way along. 
The country trade, however, can be said to 
be healthy, e in portions of the country 
where crops have been shortened by drought. 
Our business so far is dhead of 1893, but not 
1 good as it was in 1892.

one better acquainted with Maurus Jokai 
than could any biographical dictionary, 
for he tells his reader of his own youth, of his 
struggles in the service of letters, and his 
_ generous boyish sacrifices in behalf of his 
country. And he is not a pessimist like the 
majority of the continental writers of today. 
The old face which now fronts the world is 
not sicklied o’er with the pale cast of 
thought.“ Humor gieams from every 
page adventures chase one another 
n his story as they do in the 
chapters of Sir Walter Scott and Robert 
Louis Stevenson, and veteran idealist 
congratulates himself that he is not as tne 
realists of today. Thisis where he goes too 
fare Listen to him on page 255, when both 
his modesty (the Magyars are Gascons in a 
way) and his art seem to be at fault. It is the 
third or fourth occasion on which the lady 
with eyes like the sea has thrown herself 
at his head, and like Joseph in Egypt he has 
successfully resisted. 

Ah! what a different man I should have be- 
come. Had I fled with her I should now be the 
grand master of the realists, for there is as 
much erotic flame, satiric vein, and luxurious 
fancy in me as in them, but I have not used 
these qualities, because I write fora Hungarian 
— Had 1 flown with her miilions would 

ave read my works, and fathers ad mothers 
would have cursed me as the corrupter of their 
children. And I should have laug at them and 
tapped the fat paunch which as an üdealist I 
have never been able to acquire. : 
Bad taste, M. Jokai, bad taste, if we judge 
you by our Anglo-Saxon standards, in which 
there figures an element of that fine reserve 
which seems foreign to the Magyar character. 
A little mare of that reserve would prevent 
you from flinging a gibe at the realists; and 
it would have deterred you from boasting of 
your own impregnability in the assaults made 
on your virtue by the woman with eyes lik 
the sea. Your novel is great when it is rea 
istic; it is in the latter part when you 
‘plunge. into the extravagance of 
romance that one puts it aside, leaving your 
imagination to 2 lone to the end of 
its debauch. nd speaking of realistic 
writers, which one of them all has drawn a 
more merciless portrait of female perversity 
than you have accomplished in this present 
work? They know much of woman—that is. 
of woman governed by” her primitive’ in- 
stincte—who have read of Manon Lescaut and 
of those later shadows of ber in fiction—the 
Marguerite Gautier of tho younger Dumas, 
the Sappho of Alphonse Daudut. and the Nana 
of Zola, not torspeak of variations of the 
same theme by. Flaubert and his pupil, De 
Maupassant; but it is necessary to go to the 
self-styled ‘*ideajist,’’ Maurus Joka, to find 

Siren who eombines the braim of un Iago 
with the passions.of.a Messalina. Let it not 
be imagined that there is any morbidity about 
this book ; there is nw lingering on the vices of 
the heroine Bessy or on thé hypöerfsy-Tränk

“THE DUCHESs.” 

Margaret Hamilton Hungerford, formerly Mrs. Argles, was born and educated in Ireland, and is 
now liying with her family of grown children at St. Brenda's, Bandon, County Cork. Her published 
novels, during nearly twenty years, number over thirty volumes, the earliest, Phyllis.“ Molly 
Bawn,” and Airy Fairy Lilian,” appearing in 1877, 1878, and 1879, respectively. Her latest book, 


now on sale, is 


brilliant, but morally invertebrate, who is 
without religious convietions and without the 
sense of honor in his relations with women. 
He passes himself off as the prophet expected 
by a little sect in a remote valley of Ten- 
nessee. There are so many of these com- 
munities in the United States that there is little 
to wonder at in the description given of the 
patriarchal Village of Bolga. ‘Lhe people do 
not practice polygamy: but the privilege of 
polygamy is reserved for the coming prophet. 

preparations the simple villagers make 
in this respect prove the temptation 
to which Howard Bryce succumbs. He be- 
comes installed as the prophet of the rustic 
fanatics who hold themselves aloof from the 
community of the State, and who being a 
peaceful, industrious tribe, and far from rail- 
roads, are left in their eccentricities. The 
author contrasts a sophisticated mind with 
minds that are simple and primitive; and 
woman's nature is treated throughout not 
only with respect, but with reverence. 
The curious who bring a prurient 
taste to these pages will be disappointed; 
for the effort is to place in the darkest colors 
a phase of masculine selfishness that runs 
through the history of the race. The prophet 
peerage tive wives he is after, and, after say- 
ing that, it is needless to add that he is pun- 
ished. The wives are not satirized in the Gil- 
bertian vein, but it is recognized that they 
have human nature despite ¢heir secluded 
lives. There is a realistic touch about their 
community home in Chap. xii. : 

Their jealousies were keen of edge; they hated 
one another. Bryce had amuséd himself with 
striving to win Rachel's love; hie had told her a 
thousand lies and had won her love, and now his 
strife lay in his efforts to keep down an outbreak, 
She had told him that she would pull Judith’s 
hair and scratch Alma's face; she had sworn to 
‘scald Silvia, to break modest Mary’s head with a 
broom handle. She nad spitefully said to him: 
Lou wanted a human love; now what are you 
going to do with it?’ But she was no worse than 
Alma and Judith. Once he heard Alma say; 
“Who, Judith! O, we don’t speak now.” 
Sometimes, though, they would all make up and 
have a love feast. Raehel and Judith would 
walk arm in arm, but how they did hate each 
other. Throughout the village it was thought 
that life in the prophet's house was as perfect as 
divine guidance could make it!“ The girls were 
too proud to carry their resentments to the din- 
ing-table and too religious to take them to the 
temple. There were times when Bryce had so 
strongly felt that he must be alone that he had 
dismissed the school and sneaked off into the 
woods. Once he remained there in the rain, al- 
though the day was cool, feeling that a chill was 
pteferable to the drowsiness of the school-room 
or the bickerings of the prophet’s house. He 
saw a hog sleeping alone in the wet leaves and 
envied him, - 

‘The story is vindicated in the scorn with 
which the false prophet is repulsed by Alma, 
to whom he reveals his real nature. and whom 
he invites to elope. A strong antithesis is 
afforded by placing beside his character that 
of his friend, a elergyman.. Types of the 
fanatics are also well balanced—the gleoiny 
and truculent with the benevolent and merci- 
ful. There are too lengthy descriptions toward 
the end. The book is written in singglarly 
= English, unaffected and crisp. and the 

resh air of the fieldsis in many a page. There 
is nota suspicion of the meiodramatic, ex- 
cept. perhaps, toward the close. And breath- 
ing through and over the story is a deep pity 
for the human, which is the reason for its 
existence and the secret of its strength. (The 
Wives of the Prophet.

: Tales by Ouida. 

The new Pseudonym volume comprises 
two short stories by Ouida, “The Silver 
Christ and The Lemon Tree (Fisher Un- 
win), both of which deal with the somber as- 
pects of the life of the Italian peasant. The 
former is the more powerful and the more 
picturesque. The pathetic note seems a good 
deal forced in the second story. The Italian 
tales are superior, however, to the Wanda 
style of story, which long ago became ted: ous 


and depressing. 


The plot of The Silver Christ“ is a little 
ghastly. Castruccio Lasearisi— Caris’ his 
neighbors cail him—is a young peasant, who 
works in the chestnut wocds, where his cabin 
is, in the summer and in the winter goes down 
to the Maremma for field labor. His mother 
had dabbied in the black art and at the insti- 
gation of a girl of whom (Aris is enamored, 
un unsophisticated and uncompromising 
passion, he sets about digging up the cof. 
fin in which he had buried together his mother 
and her charms. Caris does not find the 
coffin, but he stumbles on a buried treasure, 
an image thrown in his way, as he supposes, 
by supernatural agencies.

“A Lemon Tree“ is“ less tumultuous.” The 
lemon tree is grown from a little slip which a 
laborer who lives by digging and carting river 
sand finds thrown away on a heap of rubbish. 
It grows up side by side with his orphan child 
Lizina, and the pair are indissolubly united 
in his mind and memory.’ The ver petual 
grind of daily want.” writes Ouidh, leaves lit- 
tle or no space for imagination in the brains 
of the poor; still, in a vague, superstitious 
way, the laborer associates the wellbeing of 


his child with the wellbeing of the tree. Lizina 


has a lover, who, going to serve his time in 
the army, dies of fever in barracks. Lizina 
pines away, and at last the lemon tree ig sold 
to enable to go and see the conseript's 
. The story does not absolutely end 

ere, but the ending may, perhaps, be guessed. 
It is tragic.

An Advance in Broomcorn=—Wool Market 
, Slow=—Good Demand for Hides. 


Groceries ruled steady, but an active market 
was reported... There was rather a sharp advance 
in broomcorn. Receipts have fallen off and the 
crop is short in nearly all parts of the West. A 
further uptarn is looked for by the local trade 
during the coming week. A dispatch from 
Charleston, III., says: The price of broomcorn 
in this county has reached $105 per ton and is 
still going up. Buyers are scouring the country 
and trying to secure the entire crop.”’

UNIVERSAL GAS PAYS $150,000 FOR 
LAND FOR ITS PLANT, 


It Contains Five Acres and Is Located at 
Archer Avenue and Thirty-first Street 
Meeting of Alley Stockholders Called 
for Next Tuesday- Protective League to 
Be Formed=West Chicago Was Weak 
Outlook for Lake Street Elevated= 
Sterling Advances. 


The Universal Gas company yesterday 
closed the purchase of five acres at Archer 
avenue and Thirty-tirst street. upon which its 
new gas plant will be etected. The deed of 
the property was recorded and the purchase 
price of $150,000 paid over. This is the 
same price that the Economic once had an 
option on the property for, Plans are already 
well along for the plant, and itis expected 
that work will begin on its construction soon. 

The property was transferred to the com- 
pany by John J. Mitchell, and is described as 
follows: A lot 216 by 122 feet in size, on 
the north side of Thirty-first street, between 
Pitney and Benson courts; a lot 75 by 216 
feet in size, on the east side of Benson court, 
138 feet south of Thirty-first street; and a 
tract of eight lots measuring in all 273 feet 
on Archer avenue, 800 feet on River street, 
and 290 feet on James street extended. 

The war between the Hyde Park Mutual 
Fuel company and the gas trust is growing 
more bitter, The gas trust some time ago 
abandoned the plan of requiring deposits for 
meters. The Mutual Fuel people have en- 
deavored to come to an agreement with the 
trust. officials on that question, but have 
failed, and now they declare their intention 
to meet the trust at every point, and will 
also, wherever necessary, put in meters with- 
out requiring any deposit. 

The market for gas stock was exceedingly 
weak yesterday. The prices fell to the lowest 
point touched for a good while. It is evident 
that holders of gas securities are beginning 
to have more faith in the intentions of the com- 
petitive company. This is noticeable in the atti- 
tude of holders of gas bonds. They are consid- 
erably worried over the situation and there is 
quite a supply of bonds pressing on the market. 

A meeting of Alley Elevated railroad stock- 
holders has been called for next Tuesday. It 
will convene on the fourteenth floor of the Stock 
Exchange Building at 3:30, and all stockholders 
of the road are invited to be present and discuss 
the situation. The meeting is called by holders 
of some 8,000 shares of stock: It is expected 
that a committee will be appointed at this meet- 
ing to take some aggressive action on a number 
of points. One of these, which many of the 
stockholders believe isof much importance, is the 
relation of the City railway and of the City rail- 
way directors to the Alley Elevated property 
during the period of its construction and when 
the securities of the con pany were turned over 
to the control of the City railway people. There 
are some prominent stockholders who strongly 
beliéve there is ground for action against some 
one in connection with that transaction, and it 
is proposed to judicially find out just what the 
situation ie and where the liability rests. A 
searching judicial investigation of those rela- 
tions, these stockholders believe, will prove in- 
teresting. The main idea of the meeting seems 
to be to form a sort of protective league among 
the independent stockholders to look after their 
signee and to prevent snap judgment in the way 
of reorganization proceedings or foreclosures 
until the stockholders have had more oppor- 
r test the value of the property than they 
feel they have yet had. 

The earnings of the Alley Elevated are more 
encouraging than they have oeen for some time. 
Expenses have now been reduced to $1,200 a 
day. Traffic of 24.000 passengers aday will 
therefore provide for operating expenses and 
everything above that is applicable to the pay- 
ment of fixed charges. The road is now carrying 
about 35,000 people a day, so there is a fair 
margin to the good. 

Some traders begin to think the plan of the 
Lake street elevated crowd is unfolding. It has 
been a great deal of mystery just where the peo- 
ple who bought the controlling interest in the 
company expected to get their money back. An 
idea that is gaining ground is they bought 
not only the control of the stock, but have since 
been accummulating considerable more—10,000 
shares at least—and that they also have on hand 
a large amount of the bonds. Itis now greatly 
to their interest to advance the price of the se- 
curities, and it is believed that a 
campaign is now on to do that. The plans of the 
West Chicago Street railroad company to build 
an electric road under the elevated road have 
been abandoned. But, more than that. it is said 
that the service on the Lake street horse car line 
has been decreased and that it appears to be the 
object of the West Side management to drive as 
much, traffic as possible on to the Lake Street 
Elevated. This leads to the — that every - 
thing will be bent to make a favorable showing 
of Lake street traffic. It is argued that, with & 
fair amount of improvement in the earnings of 
the company, such improvement may 
reasonably looked for within the next few 
months, particularly if the company gets its 
down-town extensiog promptly constructed, 
there will be a basis for a material advance in its 
securities. The view is that the people 
who purchased the road have now acquired such 
a large proportion of the company’s securities 
that it wil) be an 222 profitable transac- 
tion to advance the market on generally im- 
proved earnings and decreased expenses end then 
unload a part of their holdings. They seem to 
be in a position where they must practically 
guarantee the bonds in order to make the value 
of the stock . The fact that the market for 
both the stock and the bonds is kept active and 
firm bears out this view. There are a good many 
pretty shrewd operators who are looking for a 
in sentiment on the elevated 
railroad question here before a great while, 
They believe that the situation has been fully as 
bad as it can be, and that there is now a great 
deai to be said on the other side of the question, 
and & good many favorable points that will come 
into view. 7 

Weakness in West Chicago street railroad 
stock was a feature of the market. The Phila- 
delphia boom has entirely disappeared. In its 
place yesterday came Crawford, who has just re- 
turned from Philadelphia, who is again a per- 
sistent seller. He sold the market down yester- 
day to 130%, and it closed within an eighth of 
the bottom, with the room turning distinctly 
bearish again. The bull statements of earnings 
that are being circulated are not of a character 
to cause much enthusiasm on the part of in- 
vestors. It is claimegl that the road is earning 
something like 8 percent this month, and that 
the traffic shows marked improvement. Granting 
all that to be so it follows that the earnings must 
have been distressingly poor before this im- 
provement was manifest. and it is argued that 
the results for the year will be quite as bad as 
has been anticipated, if the situation is no better 
than the statements the bulls are circulating.

It is 
alleged that many of the persons whom the 
Democrats are naturalizing now pretend to 
belong to this class when in reality they do 
not. The allegation is undoubtedly correct. 
The workers of the Democratic naturalization 
bureau want to make all the votes they can 
for the ticket this fall. There are many 
aliens who have come here since they were 
18, and who have not made declaration of in- 
tention, whose votes the Democrats want. 
In order that they may be obtained these 
aliens are told to misstate the date of their 
arrival. They do not hesitate to doso, As 
the Judge deals with these cases by droves at 
the rate of one a minute when going slowly 
there is of course no investigation into the 
truth of the statements made. Everything 
goes, Any man who does not look as if he 
were over 30 can get his papers under this 
provision made for the benefit of minors, pro- 
vided he will agree to vote the Democratic 
ticket. 


MACVEAGH AND THE INCOME TAX. 

Mr. MacVeagh is in favor of the income 
tax. He thinks it and the duty on sugar 
„make the best and fairest method of getting 
necessary revenue and the nearest approach 
to scientific taxation that was open to the 
Democratic party this year.” Senator Hill, 
who is an older Democrat than Mr. Mac- 
Veagh, is of a different opinion as regards the 
income tax. He does not believe it is consti- 
tutional. He is sure that it is unscientific. 

Mr. MacVeagh has two reasons for favoring 
that tax which have no weight with the Sena- 
tor from New York. One of them is that 
there are a number of Populists in Illinois, 
whose votes Mr. MacVeagh wishes to get. 
The income tax was put in the tariff bill by 
the Democrats in Congress to placate the 
Pops. That is why the Senatorial candidate 
favors it. Senator Hill is not confronted by 
the necessity of bidding for Populist support 
or inevitably being defeated. ö 

In the next place England has an income 
tax. That means a great deal to Mr. Mac- 
Veagh. It means nothing to Senator Hill. 
He is unable to see why this country should 
do a certain thing because England does it. 
Mr. MacVeagh thinks that the knowledge of 
scientific taxation is tc be found nowhere ex- 
cept in the British Isles. . 

There are, however, some striking differ- 
ences between the conditions which prevail in 
the United States and in Great Britain and 
Ireland. An income tax, unpopular as it is, 
is a necessity there. The islands do not raise 
enough to feed half their inhabitants. Con- 
sequently great quantities of meats and 
breadstuffs have to be imported. They are 
paid for with manufactured products, In or- 
der that they may be offered ut prices lower 
than those asked by competing nations for 
the goods made by them all raw materials 
must be admitted free. Hence custom-house 
taxation is limited imperatively to articles 
like tea and coffee, spirits, and tobacco. Thus 
an income tax cannot be avoided. But if 
England fed herself, and if she produced all 
the raw materials she required, under those 
circumstances she would throw free trade to 
the winds and return to the policy of an 
earlier day. And then the faithful MacVeagh 
would come tailing after declaring within a 
week that protection was the best of policies 
and ought to adopted here at once. 

The United States raises much more than 
enough to feed its people. It can produce 
most of the raw materials it requires. So 
unlike England is it that it would be absurd 
for it to adopt a taxing system which has 
grown out of the special needs of England. 

To do so is injurious as well as unnecessary. 
The twenty millions, or the larger sum raised 
by means of the income tax, despite the 
evasions and perjuries which auch taxes breed, 
is so much taken out of the wage fund of the 
country. It is that much money withdrawn 
from the hands of enterprise which would use 
it productively. It means less wages paid and 
less raw material purchased. But whatever 
lessens employment is injurious to the work- 
ing classes, Therefore they are the ones on 
whom an income tax falls finally most 
heavily. 

Mr. MacVeagh says he believes the income 
tax will growin favor. It will not among the 
work people after they begin to perceive 
its effects, which will be more severe and 
more noticeable if the Democrats make the 

| tax heavier in order to curry more favor with 
the Populists and Svucialists, and in order to 
make it possible to lower to a still greater de- 
gree the duties on competitive goods without 
depriving the government of revenue. The 
income tax in this country is purely a device 
for drawing the life-blood from the veins of 
industry and making industry all the less able 
to resist the sharper European competition 
to which the free trade policy of the Demo- 
crats subjects it. But Mr. MacVeagh does not 
care for that. He wants Populist votes and 
there are few things he would not do to gain 
them. 


GIVE EVIDENCE OF SINCERITY. 

The senior Democratic organ says that 
White, the Georgeite candidate for Congress 
in the Second District, stands for the broad- 
est and most liberal Democracy—the type of 
Democracy which the plutocratic section cf

ever they please rid themselves of the crying 
sin of owning property in feesimple. 

It is hard to take much stock in the declara- 
tions of people who, while denouncing plu- 
tocracy, remain members of “ the plutocratic 
section.” It ig so easy for them to prove 

their faith in their theories by giving up the 
accursed thing. No cne questioned the genu- 
ineness of the anti-slavery convictions of the 
slave-owner who emancipated his slaves, No 
one would question the sincerity of the belief 
of the junior Harrisons in the doctrines of 
Henry George and his disciple, John Z. White, 
if they would ect up to their creed and pay 
over the rental value of their lands to which.

pressed in connection with another scheme to 
deepen the St. Lawrence canals so as to per- 
mit the passage of ocean-going vessels to and 
from the interior of this continent, giving a 
most direct open route between the North- 

west and Europe—that route to lie northward 
from United States territory and its profits to 
inure exclusively to the advantage of Canada. 

The proposed new route is alleged to offer 
a saving of from thirty-four to thirty-six 
hours in the time of transit, but this is offset 
by the fact that it would involve passage 
along a narrow channel, with other delays 
and expense arising from locking and pilot- 
age, while under present conditions vessels 
have free sea room. The Captains and own- 
ers of the great lake steamers and sailing ves- 
sels would rather have them go straight ahead 
through the broad channels afforded by the 
lakes than to save a little in distance while in- 
curring the delay, extra cost, and risk of loss 
due to passage through locked canals. Owing 
to its narrowness the canal would be frozen 
over a longer time in the year than are the 
lakes or even the Straits of Mackinaw, thus 
limiting the duration of its annual serv- 
ice, and doubtless the cost of its 
construction and maintenance would be 
much greater than estimated, as there would 
be a great deal of cutting to do on the divide, 
and the clayey nature of the soil would ren- 
der it necessary to give a great slope to thes 
banks to avoid cavmg in. Then there fs the 
important objection of a lack of return freight 
on the same terms as it is obtained on now. 
The vessels carrying away the grain and other 
produce of the West could not find enough 
freight to bring from Europe, and to load 
with coal on Lake Ontario would entail much 
more expense than the taking on of the cargo 
at Lake Erie ports by vessels that have car- 
ried grain to Buffalo. 

The Georgian Bay canal would have been a 
far greater advantage to interior traffic when 
the project was broached, forty years ago, 
than it could be now. Lake freights were 
three times what they are today, and there 
would have been more room for gain, espe- 
cially with the smaller vessels then in use. 
Then a railroad connection of Chicago with 
the East bad but recently been established (in 
1852), and nobody thought of carrying mer- 
chandise by rail if it could be transported by 
water. Now we have a large number of tracks 
from East to West, all of them carrying grain 
and other heavy freight in sharp competition 
even with the natural waterways around the 
lakes. The railroads, which are open for bus- 
iness all the year round, and whose rates have 
been forced down step by step, doubtless will 
reduce still further. They are able to survive 
in the struggle of competition with the free 
channels along the es, which practically 
cost nothing. Whej it comes to bea question 
of competition between them and waterways 
which must pay interest on vast sums for 
their construction, and other large sums for 
current maintenance, especially when the 
water route is only usable for little more 
than half the year, the conditions may be 
found to have changed so much in the forty 
years that the waterway cannot compete with 
the railroad. 

If Canada, which means Great Britain, has 
a mind to build such a canal there should be 
no objection from the American side. If the 
Canadian Government chooses to issue bonds 
for its construction, and Englishmen to buy 
them, the canal can be built, no matter what 
the expense may be, Then Americans will 
patronize it to just the extent that it proves to 
be the cheapest route for their merchandise 
and no further, If they could save haif a cent 
per bushel or even less they would send their 
grain by the Georgian Bay route; otherwise 
they would continue to patronize the present 
waterways or the railroads. 
not going to put any money into the scheme 
either as private individuals or through gov- 
ernment action. If they wished to invest in 
waterways there are several improvements on 
this side of the line which they would attend 
to first as being of greater importance to 
(hem than the Georgian Bay canal. Among 
these may be named the proposed canal across 
the south of Michigan, giving a straight con- 
nection of Chicago with Lake Erie. So they 
need not be expected to put any money into 
the Georgian Bay cunal. About all they can 
be counted on to do ig to look on, and after 
the Canadians have done the work see if there 
is anything to be gained by it for the Ameri- 
cans. 


THE SAME OLD GOLD BRICKS. 

Tue Trisuns of yesterday contained a car- 
toon by one of its artists which, though it 
succinctly told its story, deserves some addi- 
tional reference, The picture represented a 
gentleman by the name of MacVeagh, with 
his confederate, a gentleman by the name of 
Hopkins, tenderinga gold brick to a third 
gentleman, representing the rural voter of 
Illinois in 1894. The two operators evidently 
fancied they had an easy victim in their toils 
and therefore display marked disappointment 
as he declines the brick with the remark, 0! 
no, I took one o' them in 92.“ 

Mr. MacVeagh and Mr. Hopkins are famil- 
iar with the political gold brick business. Mr. 
MacVeagh in the cartoon is offering the rural 
gentleman the same free-trade brick which 
was sold to the deluded public in 1892, and 
which the public to its sorrow found was a 
snare and a gross deception. That brick 
brought low wages, ruined employers, strikes, 
lockouts, armies of cranks and hobos, mobs, 
riots, arson, and murder. Pandora's box was 
not more abundant in mischief than that 
brick which Mr. MacVeag’ so innocently and 
absurdly offers again, forgetting it is only a 
fool who is deceived twice by the same trick. 

Mr. Hopkins is also familiar with the po- 
litical gold brick scheme. He too last year 
offered the people of Chicago a brick which, he 
said, was made of absolutely pure gold with 
the mint mark on it. He gave his word that 
if the people would invest in that brick there 
would be no more stuffed pay-roils, no more 
tax-eaters than were necessary to conduct the 
business of the city, that vice and crime 
should be reduced to the minimum, that 
streets and alleys should be kept clean, that 
honesty, economy, and industry should take 
the place of dishonesty, extravagance, and 
laziness, and that reform should characterize 
every department of the city. The public 
was promised such a municipal paradise that 
even the angels of heaven, if they had hap- 
pened to light in it, would have been loath to 
return. The deluded public took the brick, 
and what has been the result? The worst gov- 
erned city in the United States; the dirtiest, 
filthiest city in the universe; crime and vice 
not only flourishing openly, but protected in 
consideration of a monthly contribution to 
the treasury of the Democratic party ; stuffed 
pay-rolls and scores of lazy tax-eatersin every 
department with nothirg to do but to draw 
their pay for ward campaigning; gambiers, 
thugs, thieves, burglars, and prostitutes run-

LARGE INCREASE IN GOLD PRODUCTION, 

The Director of the United States Mint esti- 
mates that the total production of gold in 
1893 was $155,522,000, which nét only is a 
great increase over the previousyear, but ex- 
ceeds by half a million dollars the $155,000.- 
008 of production in 1853, when the newly 
discovered mines of California antl Australia 
made their largest output. That was forty 
yearsago. In the next thirty years the an- 
nual production of the world grddually fell 
off to $95,400,000. Between 1885 and 1889 it 
fluctuated between $105,575,000 and 6110, 
197,000, since which it has increased at a 
rate that ought to put to the blush the ex- 
treme silverites who falsely allege that the 
annual supply of gold is falling off. 

The gold production of the principal coun- 
tries tor each of the last four yéats:is shown 
in the following table, except that for Russia 
and China the figures for 1893 are given the 
same as for 1892 in the absence df later ad- 
vices: 3 
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The United States still heads thé list, though 
its production has increased littl» more than 
a fifth from the minimum in the 80s, while 
the world's production has in¢réased 60 per 
cent. But recent discoveries of; gold mines 
in Colorado give promise of a latge augment 
in the near future, in fact they already are 
rolling up a big increase for the record 
of 1894, and the improvements in the 
processes of extraction that coftinually are 
being made will make available many ores 
that previously could not be tréated econom- 
ically. It is not covsidered probable that any 
great increase in the total produétion will re- 
sult from the resumption of hydraulic mining 
in California, In Australia the largest in- 
crease has been in Victoria, a v ble revival 
having occurred in the last two'years in the 
famous districts of Ballarat ahd Bendigo. 
Some remarkable discoveries wére made last 
year in Western Australia and a great in- 
crease in production already js recorded. 
The region contains a vast amdunt of gold, 
but the development hithertD has been re- 
tarded by remoteness, lack of water, and the 
generally inhospitable character of the terri- 
tory. The Witwatersrand district, of which 
Johannisberg is the center, is the great gold- 
producing area in Africa. These mines were 
first located in 1875 and active operations 
begun on them in 1882, Now they are in- 
creasing in yield at a phenomenal rate. The 
output in 1893 was 1,478,000 ounces, worth 
$17.519 per ounce. At the shme time the 
yield of the n.ines in the De Kaap and Lyden- 
burg regions is increasing, and Guinea and 
the Gold Coast are shipping, more than 
$1,000,000 per year. : 

Statistics from Russia and China are so 
scanty that little can be said of them, except 
that the recent great increase in the net ex- 
ports of gold from China do not appear to be 
due to any expansion of gold mining, but 
rather to the decrease in the purchasing value 
of silver. The output in British India was in- 
significant till about 1885, since when it has 
increased rapidly, and is expected to continue 
doing so. Mexico is gaining largely in gold 
production. Taking all the data together 
they point toa much larger output this year 
than last in every country, with perhaps the 
exception of Russia, and the evidence points 
to a continued increase after the present year. 
Alluvial deposits, which are easily exhuusted, 
no longer are the principal ‘source of the 
world’s supply of gold, while’ improvements 
in methods of minmg and metallurgy prom- 
ise to reduce the present cost of ‘production so 
much that ores which cannot now be worked 
ata profit will become available within the 
next few years, and an incréaging stimulus 
must be looked for in the development of 
new fields in different parts of the world,

“PLUTOORACY AND ABJECT POVERTY.” 
L. W. Rogers of the American Railway 
Union made a speech Sunday at a meeting of 
the People’s party in the West Side Turner 
Hall. Among other things, he said there 
are classes and castes in the United States as 
well as in England,” and added: 
- On the one side are the rich, on the other side 
the poor; on the one hand stands plutocracy, on 
the other the laboring man robbed of his honest 
toil; on the one hand wealth, on the qther abject 
poverty. 

What does Mf. Rogers mean by the expres- 
sions wealth and poverty? How does 
he define them? Where does he draw the line 
that divides the two, the thin partition 
above which lies wealth and below it abject 
poverty? At what number of dollars per an- 
num does he take his stand and arbitrarily 
declare that all on one side of it are rich and 
all on the other side abjectiy poor? , And hav- 
ing fixed on this what has he done with the 
middle class, which the French would call the 
bourgeois, coming in between the proletariat 
and the plutocrat? | 

Suppose it be assumed that a man worth 

$100,000 of taxable property is rich, and 
that all who own less than a thousand dollars 
belong to the class of very poor. Between 
these two there lies a broad band, which in- 
cludes not far from two-thirds of the 


American people. This great class, consti- 


tuting the principal part of the community, 
while its numbers are increasing proportion- 
ately much faster than either the very rich or 
the very poor, is left out of the count alto- 
gether by Mr. Rogers. He has no eyes for it. 
He does not perceive its existence. He sees 
only Lazarus and Dives and is oblivious to all 
the rest, putting them out of the way in much 
such fashion as Mr. Podsnap did with indi- 
viduals or topics in which he took no interest, 

Income as measured in dollars is a very inaccu- 
rate gauge of wealth or comfort. For instance: 
An income of a thousand dollars is worth 
twice as much in the country as in the big 
city. In che rural districts it will enable 
the recfpient to possess a horse and 
buggy, a piano, and other luxuries, none of 
which could be enjoyed from such an income 
in Chicago or New York. Mr, Rogers should 
not lose sight of this fact in trying to draw 
the line. It he specifies that he income of 
$999 is received by a person in the abject 
poverty class, while the recipient of 
an income of a thousand dollars 
is a riotous plutocrat, he should specify 
whether he intends this to be understood as 
holding true for the city or the country and 
let the standard be varied accordingly for the 
furnishing of the limit in the other condition. 

Waile Mr. Rogers was talking about ab- 
ject poverty and the laboring man robbed 
of his honest toil why did he not enter into 
a discussion or a description of the causes of 
the * abject poverty, the existence of which 


he affects to deplore? Why did he not call 


attention to the fact that, with few exceptions, 
a family seldom is in abject poverty when the 
man at the head is more faithful to it than to 
the saloon? Why not have taken some 
notice of the needless expenditures for in- 
toxicating drinks, with the loss of wages 
to which indulgence in them often 
leads, and not infrequentiy to a loss 
of situation? Why did he omit to mention 
that most of those he calls plutocrats orig- 
inally were poor men, who earned bread for 
themselves and families by the sweat of their 
own brows and by dint of hard work and 
frugality saved enough to become employers? 
Had he noted these things he would have told 
his hearers where most of the “abject pov- 
erty comes in and have helped them to un- 
derstand that it is not due to pressure exerted 
by the man who pays as much as thé market 
will allow him to pay in wages to the toiler. 


VWGARBAGE IN NEW YORK CITY, 

The municipal authorities of New York City 
have temporized with the garbage question 
till the nuisance became so great that it could 
not be borne longer. Instead of destroyingit 
or sending it out to sea to be food for the 
fishes they had the stuff dumped in huge 
masses in the open air, where it was left to 
decay. The latest site chosen for this purpose 
was Riker’s Island, in the East River, near 
the entrance to the sound. The garbage was 
dumped there till some thirty acres were cov- 
ered to a height of ten or twelve feet, and the 
stench was such that it was nauseating to 
everybody within a distance of several miles 
in the direction in which the wind was blow. 
ing. : 

Mr. Woolf, an electrician, made an offer to 
abate the nuisance by resort to electrolysis. 
He called attention to the fact that by send- 
ing an electric current through sea water a 
chemical change will be produced in its salts 
that causes them to act powerfully upon de- 
cayed or dead organic substances. Obtaining 
permission to go to work, he got up an ap- 
paratus by which sea water was pumped 
from the sound through a series of vats, 
where it was subjected to an electrolytic, ac- 
tion, and then distributed over the garbage by 
means of hose. The result was a rapid 
deodorizing ot all the decomposing material 
with which the streams of ‘“electrozone”’ 
came in contact. The treatment is so satis- 
factory that it has been determined to erpct a 
permanent plant on Riker’s Island for the 
disinfection of garbage as fast as it is taken 
there. 

In view of the success attending this ex- 
periment the Boston Herald suggests that it 
would be a good idea o deal with garbage at 
the outset instead of at the end of its public 
career. Ia that city, as in many others in the 
United States, the nostrils of thousands are 
affected and offended by the stenches at- 
tending the gathering of the stuff in the 
crowded sections during the busy hours of the 
day. Ifthis must be done at such times, in- 
stead of at night or in the early morning, 
something should be done to render it inof- 
fensive. This could be done by treating it 
with a liquid so cheap and common as electro- 
lysed water might be in every seaboard city, 
Housekeepers might be required thus to de- 
odorize their offensive refuse before collec- 
tion or the liquid could be carried in suffi- 
cient quantity by the collecting wagons. 

It is highly desirable that some means be 
adopted, for interior cities as well as those on 
the seaboard, for mitigating the nuisance aris- 
ing from the decomposition of garbage and 
offal while in transit or at the place of de- 
posit. The giving off of offensive odors, and 
of germs dangerous to health, while the stuff 
ie being collected and transported through the 
streets, should be prevented, if possible, and 


x 


reform of the smoke nuisance in this city it 
has been stated that the Board of Education 
is the worst offender of all those who are re- 
sponsible for pollution of the atmosphere by 
means of smokmg chimneys. The board is 
tired of this disgraceful distinction, and has 
resolved on a complete revolution in its 
methods. It has contracted for gas to be 
used for heating in sixteen of the largest 
schools, ordered that in 228 other school 
buildings hard coal shall be burned, and de- 
cided to try what is slaimed to be smokeless 
soft coal in all the rest during the coming 
winter. The schools to be warmed by natura} 
gasare the North Division High School, the 
Kinzie, Ogden. Calumet Avenue, South Di- 
vision High, Raymond, Greenwood Avenue’ 
Douglas, Franklin, Hoyne, Doolittle, Keith’ 
Jones, Moseley, Kenwood, and Harrison. This 
will do away with the smoke nuisance from 
public school buildings all over the city, pro- 
vided the smokeless soft coal be a success, 
and if not doubtless it will be replaced by 
more acceptable fuel in the near future. The 
adoption of this radical reform should render 
it much easier than hitherto for the Society 
for the Suppression of Smoke and the city 
authorities to carry out the laudable work of 
purifying the atmosphere over thecity. It 
will abolish the excuse which many offenders 
have urged in supposed defense of their own 
carelessness, and of itself will have an im- 
portant effect in lessening the volumes of 
smoke that pollute the air which is breathed 


by the people of Chicago. 


By what authority does John P. Hopkins, 
Mayor of Chicago, take it upon himself to 
forbid the head of a municipal department to 
enforce the ordinances pertaining to that de- 
partment? 

A complaint was made by one Mr. P, 
Brosch of No. 332 Larrabee street of the vio- 
lation of the fire ‘ordinance by one Robert 
Reidel of No. 342 Larrabee street. The com- 
plaint was made in due form to the Build- 
ing Commissioner, Simeon B. Eisendrath.

“ PIRE WATER” AND GAMBLING.

They Haye Resisted All Attempts at Their 
Introduction and Live Frugal and In- 
Austrious Lives In the Sixteenth Cent- 
ury This Peaceable People Was in an 
Advanced State of Civilisation - Span- 
jards Attracted to the Villages by Fairy 
Tales of Untold Wealth. 

It is not so generally known that the cult- 
ure of the Pueblo Indians dates back to the 

‘sixteenth century. The common conception 

of the American Indian is that of an unre- 

deemable tot of red-skinned - aborigines, 


homeless and impoverished creatures, slowly 


but surely succumbing to the greedy, amalga- 
mating, all-confiscating pale faces. When 
therefore from time to time there appear in 
magazines descriptions of wealthy, civilized, 

‘and in all respects prospering Indian tribes, 


- gecurely established in their own territory,

having their own government and competing 
in education, industry, and agriculture with 
many of the Western States, peopled by more 
enlightened nationalities, there is a head- 
shaking incredulity on the part of the reader. 
He looks upon such reports as exaggerated, 


and cannot portray to himself Indian cities, 


Villages, and farms of fin de siècle culture 
and progress. 

Thanks to the protests of the public, which 
induced the United States Government to 
change its inhuman. pelicy of dispossession 
‘and extermination, a few powerful tribes were 
enabled to assert their rights and maintain 
their old homesteads. The Choctaws and 
Cherokees of the Indian Territory. the Usages, 
the Navajos, and the Pueblos of New Mexico 
and Arizona furnish in their present condition 
the most conclusive evidence. of the prosper- 


ity and civilization whicb are possible under 


the present methods of government. 

The Choctaws and Uherokees, for instance, 
constitute now the richest nations on the 
surfate of the globe, because of the 
government’s indebtedness to them for 

lands. Among a _ Population 
of only 30,000 the eabeaditure for common 
schools and higher ec ucational institutions 
éxceeds $800,000 annually. The Osages are 
assured from the sale of their ancient hold- 
ings an annual income of $500 per capita. 
Nearly as rapid a progress is observed among 
the Navajos, the once famous brigands of 
New Mexico and Colorado. They also are on 
the point of establishing an independent terri- 
tory and on their vast reservations they boast 


» pf 800,000 sheep, 250,000 horses, and 300. 


ts. Their wool averages 800,000 
pounds annually. 
Of fascinating interest is a study of the ethno- 
logical evolution of the Pueblo Indians, who 
occupy the picturesque region between the 
upper Rio Grande and the Rio Colorado.

Vaca marched into New Mexico in 1540 they

is manufactured; in others, like the Moqui 
villages, all the people are employed 
in the making of fively woven goats’ 
hair blankets, in which occupation 
many are great experts. Although a large 
number are engaged in the sale of blankets 
and Indian goods in the southwestern part of 
the Union, in the gold diggings of California, 
in Mormon settlements, in the small railroad 
stations of Arizona, the average Pueblo Indian 
refers a settled life. He is as domestic in 
is habits, loves his family, his cattle, his 
farm, and his neighbors as aearly as does his

pale-faced brother. And has he not good 
cause to rejoice and be contented with his lot? 
Has he not a faithful and charming wife? 
There are some pretty girls of perfect con- 
tour among the Pueblo Inaians, especially in 
the Tigua villages. Are mot his gleeful 
children, who are enjoying à jolly romp on 
yonder sandhill, obedient and reverential in 
his presence? The impudent spirit of Young 
America has not yet exerted its baleful in- 
fluence here. 

How scrupulously clean are the households! 
The good housewives of the Netherlands do 
not excel the Pueblo squaws in cleanliness. 
Floors, carefully swept; all along the walls 
of the spacious room, seats and couches cov- 
ered with fine variegated rugs; the walls

tastefully decorated with pictures and mirrors, 
and large cupboards filled with luxurious 
fruits, meats, pastry, and jellies. Thousands 
of white bread-winners in the large cities 
would envy these Indians 1f they could behold 
their affluence and contented state. Nor do 
they obtain all this without fatiguing toil. 
The land is barren and dry, which compels 
them to induce irrigation through long canals 
from far away streams. 

The Pueblo pottery of today differs but 
ittle from that of the sixteenth century. In 
the pottery villages the work is done 
mostly by men, who sit on the 
broad, shaded platforms,, and shape 
their immense vessels in imitation of human 
beings and every imaginable animal shape. 
The grotesquely shaped mouth is generally 
intended for the opening through which the 
water, soup, or milk is poured, 

squaws are assuming more and more 
the occupations of the modern housewife, 
though they still grind their corn in the stone 
troughs used hundreds of years ago and they 
still bake their bread in thin layers on hot, 
glowing stones. 

Dressmakers and tailors still go a- begging 
among the Pueblos, and no attention what- 
ever is paid to Parisian dictators of fashion. 
The good Pueblo squaw cuts, fits, and sews 
all the clothing for the family, which used to 
be composed mostly of leather. Her hus- 
band’s wardrobe consists now of a few multi- 
colored shirts, a pair or two of leather 
pantaloons with silver buttons, moc- 
casins, and a shoulder blanket. 
The headgear, if any be worn. is simply a 
large, colored handkerchief. Girls are usual- 
ly dressed like the daughters of Southern 
farmers, but they refuse to discard the bloom- 
ers, over which the petticoats are worn a little 
bélow the knees. These leathern pantalets 
are a necessity in a country where poisonous 
snakes and insects abound: in gardens and 
fields. To see a Pueblo belle at her best,. she 
must be surprised in animated gossip ina 
bevy of girl friends, or when engaged in 
mirthful laughter while at work. Then the

expressive, deep black eyes sparkle and the 
white teeth offer a glittering contrast to her 
fine black tresses, eyes, and eyebrows.

SPRINKLER EQUIPMENT RISKS MUST 
OOME UP TO GRADE. 


Executive Committee of Underwriters’ As- 
sociation So Decides=Discussion of the 
New York Lioyds=National Life Session 
in Boston Closes with an Election of Of- 
ficersa=New York Discussing the Failure 
of the Commercial Alliance Life- Gen- 
ernl News of Interest to the Business. 


Sprinkling equipments, which fora long 
time have caused a rebate of 25 percent to 
be accorded risks in which they were, will 
hereafter have to comeup to grade. The 
Executive committee of the Underwriters’ 
Association held a meeting yesterday and 
practically decided to give owners of 
sprinkled risks until Jan. 1 to increase the 
efficiency of their equipment. Until that 
time the present rebate will be allowed. 
Sprinklers, like other devices, detoriorate with 
age and modern improvements are continual- 
ly being made in that line asin others. The 
association has for some time been discussing 
the matter and recently an inspector investi- 
gated all the risks in this city. His report was 
not flattering forsome houses. He found the 
plants had been standing for ten years and de- 
vices were of comparatively an old type. In 
some cases there was not water enough to run 
the sprinklers for five minutes; in others the 
pumps were inadequate, and in still others 
the pipes furnishing water were too small. 
Again, new building conditions have crept in, 
and the association will ask that all equip- 
ments be brought up todate. After the first 
of the year, if this has not been done satis- 
factorily, a new schedule will go into effect, 
and there will probably be five grades of 
equipments. The first grade will get the full 
rebate of 25 per cent, the second 20, the 
third 15, the fourth 10, and the fifth 5 per 
cent. It is not expected the necessary altera- 
tions shall be expensive. But it isa tender 
point with the aseured, and the association 
wishes to give ample time, It has been dem- 
onstrated, unless the sprinklers are in first- 
~~ order, they failto do the work expected 
of them. 


BIG RISKS AND LIMITED RESOURCES. 


Pretentious New York Lloyds That Is So- 
liciting Chicago Business. 

Much is being said about the Lloyds, but 
no amount of showing up of these concerns 
prevents them securing business. The offices 
on La Salle street receive two or three circu- 
lars each day, and one received yesterday of 
the most pretentious character shows on its 
fave the poor quality of indemnity it must 
offer. The agents of the concern announce 
they will write a line of $40,000 on risks 
equipped with automatic sprinkler systems. 
On a less favored risk $15,000 will be writ- 
ten. It appears from the circular $52,000 
in cash has been deposited in a. New York 
bank. In addition to this the guarantee fund 
amounts to $208,000. All told, there is 
$260,000 with which to pay losses. It ,will 
be seen the loss of one 540.000 risk would 
consume a greater portion of the deposit and 
half a dozen would nearly wipe out the whole 
thing. It is not known how many $40,000 
risks this particular Lloyds is writing, but it 
can be readily seen the indemnity offered is 
extremely meager. 


FIELD MEN TO ENFORCE THE RATES. 


Action Taken by Kentucky and Tennessee 
Association. 

The Kentucky and Tennessee Association 
meeting has adjourned after adopting the fol- 
lowing resolution, which provides for a new 
method of enforeng rates in the two States: 

It is the sense of this association that a com- 
mittee of six be elected by the field men of com- 
panies doing business in Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, three of whom shall be from union and three 
from non-union companies. who shall have charge 
of rating. enforci the rates in all towns within 
the two States, — of correct form of policies, 
under the rules of the Western Insurance Union, 
and that a convention of field men having charge 
of affairs in Kentucky and Tennessee be called to 


elect such a committee. 

As will be seen this eliminates the Western 
Union from the situation, with the exception 
its rules are to be adhered to in reference to 
policy forms. The meeting of the field men 
is to be held at Nashville Sept. 28. 


NATIONAL LIFE ELECTS ITS OFFICERS. 


Last Day’s Session and the Eusiness Mat- 
ters That Are Transacted, 


Bostox, Mass., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
When the National Life and Accident Insur- 
ance Underwriters were called to order for 
the last day’s session this morning the meet- 
ing was opened with the reading of a paper 
by L. G. Fouse of Philadelphia on the rela- 
tive advantages and disadvantages of premi- 
um and invested assets. Under the head of 
miscellaneous business E. S. Miller of St. 
Thomas, Ont., read the report of the Audit- 
ing committee; and Alexander McKnight, for 
the Nominating committee, reported a recom- 
mendation that the time for the next conven- 
tion be left to the Executive committee, and 
the place for the convention be Atlanta, Ga., 
Des Moines, Ia., or Los Angeles, Cal. After 
some discussion in view of the fact that the 
invitation to meet at Atlanta was warmly sec- 
onded by the Governor of Georgia and that 
the Atlanta Exposition would then be open 
Atlanta was selected, Officers of the associ- 
ation for the ensuing year were chosen as fol- 
luws: 

President. D. W. Edwards of the Northwestern 
Life Association, Minneapolis; First Vice-Presi- 
dent and ex-officio Chairman of the Accident As- 
sociation, George E. MacNeal, Massachusetts 
Mutual Accident Association, ‘Boston; Second 
Vice-President, P. S. Fletcher.

PEORIA’S POSTMASTER REBUKED. 


Hereafter He Will Deliver Chicago News- 
papers Without Stamps on Them. 

The Postmaster of Peoria was called to 
time by the Postoffice Department yesterday 
for his arbitrary rulmg regarding the delivery 
of Chicago newspapers received at his office. 
Sec. 304 ot the postal laws provides that 
newspapers placed in a postoffice to be deliv. 
ered in the town or city of their publication 
must have a one-cent stamp affixed to each 
copy. The object of this law is to ptevent the 
newspapers from swamping the postoffices in 
their own towas with their local circulation. 
The same section of the laws provides that the 
newspapers when mailed to be delivered at 
distant points may be paid for at pound rates. 
Several days agothe Peoria Postmaster got 
the idea into his head that this law 
had never been correctly consftued. and 
Uncle Sam was losing a good deal of 
money in consequence. So he announced a 
rule that in the future no more newspapers 
from cities outside Peoria should be delivered 
by his carriers without one cent postage for 
each copy. This rule bore heavily upon the 
Chicago papers, and the effect of it was that 
Peoria subscribers did not receive their news- 
papers for several days. Yesterday ¢omplaint 
was made to Postmaster Hesing that the Chi- 
cago Lewspapers were being held up in the 
Peoria office. Mr. Hesing had no official au- 
thority to interfere with the action of a Post- 
master of another city, but as the phblisher of 
a newspaper which was one of the sufferers he 
wired the Peoria Postmaster for an explana- 
tion. The answer came yesterday by mail, 
and Postmaster Morgan gravely éxpounded 
the law, which, he said, had never been prop- 
erly understood. He said he was confident he 
was right,and would write to the department 
at once and get an official declara ion sustain- 
ing his views. While Mr. esing was 
perusing this letter complaints came 
in from several Chicago publishers 
whose newspapers had been held 
in the Peoria office, and the Postmaster de- 
cided to act at once. He telegraphed to the 
department at Washington giving the facts. 
What the department telegraphed to Post- 
master Morgan is not known, but Mr. Hesing 
received yesterday afternoon the following 
from Madison Davis, Acting ge Assistant 
Postmaster-General : 

Postmaster at Peoria has been 1 09050 to do- 
liver, without additional postage, Chicago daily 
papers addressed to that office. 

It was a strange construction the Peoria 
Postmaster put upon the law, said Postmas- 
ter Hesing. Sec. 304 is plain in its mean- 
ing and yet the Postmaster gravely advised 
me to read the section with great care. He 
said he had done so. It was not my” place as 
Postmaster here to interfere with office at 
Peoria, but the case was so urgent I concluded 
to notify the department. They probably 
know more about the law at Peoria now than 
they did.“ 


POTOMAO TRUST DEED IN OOURT. 


Illinois Trust and Savings Bank Files a 
Bill to Foreclose It, 

The [llinois Trust and Savings Bank has 
filed a bill in the Circuit Court to foreclose a 
trust deed for $125,000 on the Potomac 
apartment building at Michigan.avenue and 
Thirteenth street. The bark loaned 8125, 
000 on ap issue of bonds by the company 
for that amount June 1, 1892, secured by a 
trust deed on the. leasehold interest and upon 
the building. In December last the court is 
told default in payment of interest was made 
and an extension until April was allowed by 
the bank to protect. it. Between December 
and April William B. Neeves of Milwaukee 
purchased the interest of the Potomac Apart- 
ment company. The bank naw says it finds 
the rents are not sufficient to pay the interest 
on the bonds and that Judge Oliver H. Hor- 
ton, who is the owner of the fee, has threat- 
ened to forfeit the lease. A large numoer of 
mechanics’ liens are outstanding against the 
company. To fully protect its interests the 
bank asks the court to decree thatthe trust 
deed shall be foreclosed and that it take pos- 
session of the property.

OHINA WILL OBLEBRATE HER BIRTH- 
DAY IN SPITE OF WAR 


0 


An Enormous Sum of Money Has Been 
Appropriated for the Purpose and the 
Fete Promises to Be a Brilliant Affair 
Tai Thsi Said te Be Worthy to Rank 
with the Great Rulers and Statesmen 
of Europe- What She Has Done for the 
Chinese. 

Notwithstanding the outbreak of the war in 
Corea the Chinese Government has deter- 
mined, with a pride not unbecoming its posi- 
tion, to adhere to the arrangements that have 
been for many months in progress for the 
celebration of the 60th birthday of the Em- 
press-Dowager, and, although the Empress 
herself has expressed a wish that the cere. 
mony may be abandoned if the funds are 
wanted for the military preparations against 
Japan, there is every reason to believe that 
the original program will be carried out. 
An enormous sum of money—about 5,000,- 
000 sterling—has been assigned for 
this purpose, and much of it has already been 
spent. There is no doubt about the accuracy 
of the figures, as 18,000,000 taeis were ap- 
propriated in the first place, and then the 
2,000,000 taels assigned this year for the 
construction of the railway from Shanhaik- 
wan to Moukden were seized by the insatia- 
ble court functionaries, who declare that even 
these vast sums are not adequate to the oc- 
casion. Great as are the resources of the 
Chinese people and immense as must be the 
accumulated wealth in some of thé provinces, 
the government has always experienced diffi- 
culty in placing its hands on any considerable 
sum of ready money, says the London Times. 
Some curiosity will naturally be felt as to the 
reasons that have actuated those in power in 
sanctioning this immense expenditure, and as 
to the achievements of the Empress in whose 
honor it is to be made. 

Reason for the Outlay. 

Inadequate as the occasion may seem in 
Western eyes for such an extraordinary out- 
lay, the services rendered by the Empress- 
Dowager to China during more than thirty 
years haye been such as place her in the 
front rank of rulers and entitle her to any 
popular recogninon that a grateful public and 
an appreciative official world could offer. The 
date chosen for this expression of national 
regard and gratitude is the eminently 
suitable one, according to Chinese 
ideas, of her Majesty's Goth birthday, 
the significant and mysterious cycle of 
Cathay. If Chinese affairs possessed 
more interest for the world the Empress- 
Dowager Tei Thsi would rank with the great 
rulers and statesmen of Europe who have 
made history during the last generation, and 
the most cursory examination of her conduct 
of affairs must establish the reputation of this 
remarkable lady as a wise and energetic sov- 
ereign.” Thirty-three years have elapsed since 
the death of her husband, the Emperor Hien- 
fung, involved China. which was still stagger- 
ing under the effects of a disastrous foreign 
war, in what threatened to become a grave 
dynastic crisis. That ruler left no child 
by his principal wife, the titular Em- 
press; but by one of his inferior wives, 
the still living Empress, whose birthday 
is to be celebrated with such splendor in 
November, he had an infant son, who on his 
death-bed was proclaimed his heir, and who 
eventually became the short-lived Emperor 
Tungche. Hienfung had left Pekin in 1860, 
on its occupation by the allied forces, and de- 
clared that he would never ‘return there. 
When he died at Jehol in 1861 he entrusted 
the governing power to a Board of Regency 
composed of the most bitterly anti-foreign of 
his courtiers. Ta neither of his widows nor 
to his brother, Prince Kung, who had suc- 
cessfully conducted the negotiations with the 
victorious foreigners, did he leave any author- 
ity whatever, and the responsible rulers of 
China found themselves set aside by a small 
faction of inexperienced and reckiess court 
sycophants.

In this dilemma the Empress Tsi Thsi 
found the first opportunity of showing the 
strength of character which she possessed, It 
was she who made the arrangements neces- 
sary for the overthrow of the Board of Re- 
gency, and When that had been done in the 
most effectual manner by the execution of all 
its members she devised a new administra- 
tion, which has remained in power, more or 
less under her guidance, ever since. She 
was clever enough to make up for 
her own deficiency in rank by associ- 
ating with herself as co-Regent the Empress 
Tsi An, the legal Empress and the principal 
widow of the Hienfung. Their joint regency 
continued unbroken from 1861 to 1873, 
when the Emperor Tungche began his brief 
and ill-starred reign, and it was revived in 
1875 on Tungche’s death. Tsi An died in 
1881, and then Tsi Thsi was left to exercise 
in name, as previously in reality, the supreme 
control of the executive. Even the assump- 
tion of personal authority by the 
now reigning Emperor Kwangsu and her 
nomina} retirement from active partici- 
pation in the government have not 
diminished her influence, and in the last re- 
sort she remaing the highest embodiment of

They Turn Out to the Namber of Seventy- 
two and Help the, Men to Establish a 
Water System in Their Town—One 
Voted Because She Found Authority 
for Doing 80 in the BiblemAnother 
Staid at Home Because She Had No 
New Dress. : 

Sicovrney, Ia., Sept. 12.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The special. election to deter- 
mine whether this town should establish a 
water system to cost $20,000 gave the wom- 
en an opportunity to exercise the right of 
suffrage granted by the last Iowa islature 
under that provision of the law w permits 
them to vote when an increase of the tax levy 
is involved, 

The Australian ballot was used; The polls 
opened at 9 o’clock sharp. Men who were in 
favor of the proposition were lukewarm, but 
the antis were waiting for the polls to 
open. Whether women could vote was not 
fully decided, but the question did not re- 
main long in doubt. Miss Ida Robison, 
Mrs, W. R. Hollingsworth, and Mrs, W. H. 
Cohrs came up before the judges of election 
kollowed by several curious men, passed in, 
and received their ballots. Then they looked 
at each other dubiously until some one told 
them to go into a booth to mark their tickets. 

Miss Ida Robison presented her ballot first 
and went on record as the first woman to vote. 
She is a compositor on the Review, and she 
and her mother live together, the remainder 
of the family being dead. She is tall, dark,

Not many more votes were cast until after 
dinner, when Mrs. Hollingsworth ordered out 
the family carriage and an earnest work 
at the polls, hauling in the women who were 
favorable to the proposition. Then the wom- 
en began to vote fast, and when the polls 
el at night seventy-two had cast ballots. 
The result was 377 for and 58 against the 
water system. Twenty-six tickets were not

erly. 

There were many women who would not 
vote because they did not think it was right. 
Some who were formerly the most enthusi- 
astic woman suffragists backed down” 
when Tuesday came.

OROOHETED OLOTHES FOR DOLLS. 


Directions for Making Small Undergar- 
ments with Wool and a Crochet Hook. 

Doll dressers may be glad to adopt a simple 
method of making their undergarments. 
Combinations and a petticoat made with 
Shetland wool in fine crocnet are the only 
underclothes required for a doll from four 
inches to nine inches or ten inches long, and 
for a larger doll can be added a tucked nain- 
sook petticoat trimmed with lace. The fol- 
lowing directions for combinations and petti- 
coat are for a doll nine inches long, but they 
can easily be adapted for larger or smaller 
garments: 

For combinations use Shetland wool and a 
fine bone hook. Make a chain of 43 loops to 
fit loosely round the neck, miss 2, work tre- 
ble in every loop, turn; second row, 2 chain, 
7 treble. putting the hook under both loops 
of the edge, miss 6 for armhole, make 6 
chain, then 14 treble for the front, miss 6 for 
the other armhole, make 6 chain, 8 treble for 
the other half of the back, turn. Make three 
rows of 42 treble, then join round with a sin- 
gle into the 2 chain which tegan the last 
row. (Begin always with two chain, which 
counts for one treble.) Work 5 rounds of 
treble joining every round. Now divide for 
the legs, 21 for each leg, put the hook 
through to the middle of the treble and draw 
through a single, make 2 chain, work 21 
treble for 4 rounds (join eacn round with a 
single), then 1 round of 20 trebles. Make a 
little edge; * 2 chain, in the first of these 2 
chain make 2 DC., miss 1, a single; repeat 
from“. Make the other leg the same, then 
the sleeves. Join the wool under the armhole, 
make 18 treble, join, do 1 round of 17 treble, 
then edge. Round the neck on the wrong 
side -odt, work DC. in every loop, turn, make 
the edge the same. Run white China ribbon 
through the little holes of DC. A larger sized 
doll will require 2 rows of treble round the 
neck before maxing the armholes. 

For the petticoat make a chain of about 36 
loops to fit loosely round the waist, upon this 
chain make 1 row of treble and join.—2nd 
round. Work treble, but always pull through
